1. AGAINST BACKGROUND OF REPORTS THAT, FOLLOWING 
INDIAN EXPLOSION OF NUCLEAR DEVICE, GOI HAS DECIDED 
AGAINST RATIFYING NPT (IT IS A SIGNATORY), AMBASSADOR 
TOOK OCCASION TO RAISE SUBJECT DURING JULY 29 MEETING 
WITH FOREIGN DEPARTMENT DIRECTOR-GENERAL FOR POLITICAL 
AFFAIRS DJAJADININGRAT. 

2. DJAJADININGRAT FIRST STATED THAT INDONESIAN 
POSITION HAS IN NO WAY CHANGED (IMPLYING A CONTINUING 
INTENTION TO SIGN), BUT THEN NOTED THAT MANY IN THE 
WORK ARE RETHINKING THEIR POSITION, CITING IRAN AS 
REPORTEDLY BEING INTERESTED IN JOINING THE NUCLEAR CLUB. 

3. AMBASSADOR MADE IT CLEAR THAT THERE HAS BEEN NO 
CHANGE IN US POLICY (REFTEL) ADDING THAT, FOLLOWING 
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INDIAN'S ACTION, IT ALL THE MORE IMPORTANT TO PUSH ON 
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WITH SIGNING OF NPT. 

4. COMMENT: IMPRESSION DJAJADININGRAT GAVE WAS THAT 
GOI HAS PROBABLY NOT YET MADE A FIRM DECISION ONE WAY 
OR OTHER, BUT THAT INDIAN S EXPLOSION HAS REDUCED CHANCES 
OF INDONESIA'S SIGNING NPT. 
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
